Alcohol is an 
anaesthetic and deprespant, iessening 
the bodily resistance to disease and so 
affecting the nervous system that It is 
pecullariy vulnerable to heat strokes 
or thermic fever as well as to grip, 
poenumonia and other cold weather 
maladies. 

During the heated term it is wise to 
keep out of annoying conferences and 
disputes. Heat induces a peculiarly 
sensitive and irritabl@eondition, which 
is aptly described by the phrase “car- 
rying a chip on one’s shoulder.” 


Dressing For the Weather. 

Some persons are guided by the cal- 
endar instead of the thermometer in 
the matier of clothing. luring moder- 
ate winter weather they are overdress-

breeder. The columns of the agricul- 
tural papers bring the names of a 
large number of breeders to his table 
avery week, and give him an oppor- 
pi to choose to. his own sntisfac- 
tion, 

{In this. connection we would wish 
to gay a word for whet is known «as 
the home breeder of live stock. In 
nearly every community there will be 
found several men who are raising a 
good cl of pure-bred stock, but 
whose neighbors do not patronize him. 
In the good book it says.thet a pro- 
phet is without honor im: his own 
country, and this seems to apply prr- 
ticularly to the man who attempta to 
increase the, quality of stock in his 
own communi vy: He should receive 
every poss'ble aid from his neighbors 
in promoting such good work, On the 
other hand, there are many. cases 
wheres they laugh at his efforts end 
send a hundred miles or more pway 
to purchase a sire, when he might be 
bought at their own door. We do not 
nean this as a protest against more 
careful methods of buying live stock, 
but we do think that a great many 
farmers would be better satisfied if 
they made at least their first purch- 
ase. of pur-bred sire from close. at 
home. Of ¢ourse, the time will event- 
ually come when they would necessari- 
ly have to buy stock that wag not re- 
lated to the herd of the home breeder. 
A prectice of this kind would not in- 
jure ‘the business of any breeder, for 
if every raiser of pure-bred live stock 
had always a good home trade to de- 
pend upon his business would be upon 
a solid foundation, If you are a 
young farmer and are going to buy 
your first pure-bred sire this year, go. 
if possible, to the nearest: man who is 
raising them, look over his herd and 
discuss with him the,type which you 
desire to purchase, If he has any 
stock that will anywhere near meet 
your approval, then that is the best 
place in the world for you to make 
your first buy. Afterwards, you may 
be in a position to send away for new 
blood, and you .will soon be in better 
shape to appreciate and take care of 
it when you get it. 

As an instance of the improvement 
which jmay be made along this line, 
we are|pleased to note that hog breed- 
ers..of \Minne ote are ettiny, better 
prices‘ for their ar pigs this year 
than ever before, and at the same 
time the purchasers are certainly et- 
ting their money’s worth in better. 
stronger hogs. Whenever a man 
knows that he has a certain market 
at-a good price, he can afford to pro- 
duce the highest class of stock to 
meet this market. This fall we have 
Seen farmers pay from $25 to $50 for 
boars to use on grade sows, and we 
are certain that these same fellows 
will be the ones to market the high- 
priced hogs next Year. When such 
conditions come to prevail through- 
out the hog-breeding business, and 
upon a similar level in other classes 
of live stock, it will be found more 
profitable for all parties concerned, 


Care of Farm Machinery. 


Farmers, as a rule, are a thrifty 
people, with due respect ‘for money 
and a worthy appreciation of its value. 
KnéWing this, it is unaccountable why 
80 many of them pore’ in allowing 
a very serious and obvious waste of 
their profits to occur every year with 
seeming indifference. Yet such 
waste does occur perennially on those 
farms where machinery and tools are 
petmitted to ‘stand during the idle 
months of the winter, without care 
and. without protection. from the 
weather, Such neglect brings on rust, 
corrosion and decay, and the most ex- 
pensive part of the mechanical equip- 
ment goes tojruin years before the 
necessary timé. There is no excuse 
for this in the majority of cases, as 
the care of farm machinery in the fall 
is really a simple matter, A little 
physical energy expended in cleaning 
the dirt from the bright parts of the 
the implements and smearing them 
with grease is ell that is necessary 
to preserve them from rust; and 4 
coat of paint on the woodwork and 
metal braces will lengthen their vears 
of usefulness, With the plows, bind- 
ers, ete., cleaned and stored in the 
barn or shed or anywhere out of the 
wet, they will pay for the trouble 
over and over again in the busy 
months to come. 


Poultry Pointers. 

Milk is always good food for both 

mature fowls and growing chicks, and 
may be fed whole or skimmed, sweet 
or sour. 
_ Do not let the fowls or chicks roost 
in a draft in the henhovee when the 
nights get cold, but be sure that they 
have plenty of air from open wiu- 
dows. 

Of all the floors used in poultry 
houses there is nothing so good as the 
one of sand, filled enough above the 
surrounding ground to make it dry. 

Poultry that is to be dressed and 
sent to market should always be dry- 
picked. That which is intended for 
home markets, or home consumption, 
may be scalded if the picker i 
hurry. 

Tt does not vay to save on the food 
fed to the pullets. They must have a 
variety and all they will eat. if they 
are expected to lay in the early winter 
when the eges are in high price. 

Now that the supply of bugs, worms 
and insects is nearly exhausted for 
this season, some kind of meat food 
must be fed. For this nurpose beef 
scraps, which can be bought from 
the poultry suoply dealers, or fresh 
evt bone are ‘the best. 

Do not put off fixing up the hen- 
house until cold weather comes on 
Do it now, and see that all cracks 
and crevices are closed so that the 
ventilation will all come from the 
proper direction. For repairing old 
buildings and making them wind and 


weather-proof there is nothing better!
